Tears to the eyes 

"I wouldn't let anybody down," 
she says. "Rene wanted me to be 
here. He's fighting and working 
really hard." 

Celine and Bocelli brought 
tears to the eyes 
of the 1,500 dinner 
guests at the Keep 
Memory Alive charity 
for brain disorder 
patients when they sang 
The Prayer. 

As soon as the 
duet was over, Celine 
changed, zoomed to the air- 
port and flew back to Boston 
to be with Angelil, 73, father of 
her sons Rene-Charles, 14, and 
4-year-old twins Nelson and 
Eddy.

“Saying you smoked a little 
pot is one thing, but actively 
dealing drugs and booze to 
underage kids is another.” 

Harvard-educated LeBoutil- 
lier says he heard about Bush’s 
dealing at a 2006 college reunion 
when he was approached by 
a classmate who’d 
attended prep school 
with Jeb. 

Recalls LeBoutil- 
lier, “This guy from 
Andover comes up to 
me and says, ‘I have 
to tell you what hap- 
pened when we were 
at Phillips. Jeb Bush 
and a couple of other 
guys ran this ille- 
gal drug-and-liquor 
distributorship.’ ” 
And when they got 
caught and faced ex- 
pulsion, the source 
told LeBoutillier that 
Bush “ratted out” 
another student. 

Powerful clan 

According to LeBoutillier, 
that student was kicked out of 
Phillips.

group that ran a booze distribu- 
torship. But Margolick was un- 
able to substantiate the claims 
Bush had also dealt drugs and 
sold-out a classmate. 

Margolick does note that 
when Jeb was caught drink- 
ing, “he was placed on 
probation rather than kicked 
out - to some classmates an 
indication of his powerful 
family connections, though, 
according to others, not unusual 
for a first offense.” 


Bush, a former two-term 
governor of Florida, has 
acknowledged using drugs 
while a teenager. 

“I drank alcohol and I 
smoked marijuana when I was 
at Andover,” Bush says. “It was 
pretty common.” 

Another former classmate, 
Peter Tibbetts, recalls smoking 
both pot and hashish with Bush 
at Phillips. 

“The first time I really got 
stoned was in Jeb’s room,”

says Tibbetts. He adds that he 
also bought hash from Bush 
but “it wasn’t as if he was a 
dealer.” 

Bush has called his drug use 
“stupid” and, during his political 
career, has opposed attempts 
to legalize marijuana for both 
recreational and medicinal use. 

LeBoutillier insists the scan- 
dal deserves a full airing in the 
campaign because “voters - 
especially GOP primary voters 
- have a right to know.” 

That could be bad news for 
Bush. 

Allegations 

“There is no way the opposi- 
tion and the press are going to 
let this slide,” says the insider. 
“If former students step for- 
ward with serious allegations, 
it will be the end of the Bush 
dynasty - at least for Jeb’s 
generation.” 

And tough-talking Trump 
could be the final nail in the 
coffin. 

After announcing his own 
White House bid on June 16 
before a wildly cheering crowd 
of more than 3,000 supporters. 
Trump took aim at Jeb and 
landed a solid political body 
shot when he observed: 

“The last thing we need right 
now is another Bush!” Says 
the insider, “Donald Trump 
is sending a clear message. 
He is in it to win it - and there’s 
no place for Jeb to hide!”

“Everybody was screaming, 
‘Get out of the water!’ ” says Steve 
Bouser, who witnessed Kiersten 
Yow, a 13-year-old North Carolina 
girl, being mauled by a bloodthirsty 
predator on June 14.

“The American Dream” 
Rhodes’ shocking death is a 
mysterious nightmare! 

Did the 69-year-old pro grappler die 
from a fall - or did he lose 
a secret battle with stom- 
ach cancer? The answer is 
shrouded in mystery 
But what is known is 
Rhodes took a bad fall at 
his Orlando, Fla., home on 
the morning of June 10. 

He was rushed to a nearby 
hospital, where he suffered 
“numerous complications.” 

He became dehydrated, his 
y organs shut down and he 
tragically died the next day. 

Fellow World Wrestling Entertain- 
ment (WWE) Hall of Earner Jim Ross 
says he knew for several weeks there 
was something wrong with Rhodes. 

But Rhodes “didn’t want to talk 
about it,” adds Ross. “He wanted to 
go out on his terms, and his style, and 
that’s what happened.” 

Rumors had erupted that the ring 
icon was battling stomach cancer. 
Ross notes Rhodes had lost a lot of 
1 1 weight. 

“You could see him virtually vanish- 
ing before our very eyes,” says Ross.

Another WWE sensation, Jerry 
Brisco, tells GLOBE he saw Rhodes 
just five days before his death. During 
the meeting, Brisco was so concerned 
he said, “You look like you’re dying - 
are you OK?” 

Rhodes told Brisco his 
wife, Michelle, was taking 
good care of him. 

“He looked me in the 
eyes,” recalls Brisco, 
“and said, T’m doing 
a lot better. I’ve been 
battling some issues, but 
Michelle’s got me eating 
right. I plan on being here 
a long time.’ ” 

Cancer 

Brisco adds he couldn’t confirm 
talk about Rhodes suffering from 
diabetes or stomach cancer. 

Rhodes was born Virgil Riley 
Runnels Jr. in Austin, Texas A three- 
time National Wrestling Alliance 
(NWA) World Heavyweight Cham- 
pion, he was best known for 
matches against Ric Flair, Harley 
Race and other early wrestling 
stars. 

“Dusty made the audience feel for 
him,” says Ross. “He was a 300-pound 
baby-face who was so good at the 
dramatic art of selling that he could 
make people care.” 

Rhodes is survived by second wife 
Michelle, four children - wrestlers 
Dustin and Cody and daughters 
Teil and Kristin - and five 
grandchildren. 

“Dusty was a battler,” says Brisco. 
“This time he couldn’t battle.”

A SCORNED lesbian flew 
into a murderous rage 
and strangled her Vir- 
ginia Tech classmate 
during a “date night” 
that didn’t go the way she’d 
wanted. 

Jessica Michelle Ewing, 24, 
told a judge she killed Saman- 
tha Shrestha after spending 
hours getting ready for their 
date and arriving at the gal’s 
apartment, only to find her 
wearing casual sweats and a 
T-shirt. 

She said things got worse 
when she tried to tease 
Samantha - and called her 
victim a “spoiled b****.” 

But the killer “lost it” when 
Samantha - who’d moved to 
the U.S. from Nepal when she 
was three - dismissed their 
same-sex fling as nothing more 
than an “experiment.” 

‘It’s no excuse’ 

“I loved Sam - I couldn’t 
believe she would say that I 
was some experiment to her,” 
she said. “It’s no excuse. But I 
couldn’t control it at the time.” 

But the Montgomery County 
Court judge in Christiansburg, 
Va. showed no sympathy. Af- 
ter hearing that Samantha, 
who had a boyfriend and was 
talking marriage, had sealed 
her fate by rebuffing Ewing’s 
advances, he slapped the sav- 
age fiend with a stiff 45-year 
sentence. 

It was an ugly end to a 
friendship that began in the 
fall of 2013.

Ewing was obsessed with 
the pretty 21-year-old student. 
Her victim’s boyfriend, Scott 
Masselli, testified he knew the 
women kissed once, but that’s 
as far as it went. 

On the night of Feb. 7, 2014, 
Ewing showed up for dinner 
at Samantha’s Blacksburg, 
Va., apartment with a bottle 
of wine and a can of whipped 
cream, say prosecutors - 
but everything went fatally 
wrong.

Virginia Tech’s presi- 
dent, Dr. Charles Steger, 
said, “Everyone within 
this community feels this 
pain.” 

Incredibly, Ewing, 
who was arrested 
after the discovery 
of the body, tried to 
recruit her best pal 


to help her get away with the 
murder. 

Keifer Kyle Brown, 24, 
helped remove incriminating 
items from Ewing’s apartment, 
but refused to go along with 
Ewing’s sick plan to dispose of 
the body by torching it. 

Ewing even penned a damn- 
ing journal entry blasting 
Brown. “Some friend,” she 
wrote. “He ******* won’t even 
help me move a goddamn 
body.” 

In February, Brown pleaded 
guilty to an accessory after the 
fact charge and was given a 
12-month prison term, with all 
but 28 days suspended. 

Unusual plea deal 

At Ewing’s June 1 sentenc- 
ing, prosecutors called for a 
maximum life sentence. She’d 
taken an unusual plea deal 
that meant she could maintain 
her innocence while accepting 
the prosecution could prove 
her guilt. 

Still, Judge Robert Turk 
threw the book at Ewing, sen- 
tencing the lesbian predator to 
80 years for first-degree murder 
and five years for transporting 
and concealing a body. 

He ordered her to serve at 
least 45 years. 

“Your actions that night 
created a nightmare that will 
never end for everyone in this 
courtroom,” Turk told Ewing. 
I “For that, there has to be 
I justice.”

Police describe the rented 
room in the Oregon resort 
where little Isabella was found 
dead and her 13-year-old sis- 
ter, Alana, barely alive with 
razor gashes in her neck as a 
slaughterhouse. Said Cannon 
Beach Police Chief Jason 
Schermerhorn, “There was 
blood throughout the room.” 

Death sentence 

Luckily, Alana survived. But 
her mom, 41, a former nursing 
assistant, is being held without 
bail as she awaits her murder 
trial scheduled for June 2016. 
She faces a possible death 
sentence, if convicted. 

Jessica has pleaded not guilty. 
Her lawyers claim she was in a 
“disordered mental state” dur- 
ing the Aug. 1, 2014, attack. 

The horror came just four 
months after husband Greg 
Smith, a health systems radiol- 


at work blasting her “horrible 
marriage.” 

When he was due to pick up 
the girls, Jessica fled. But she 
checked into the upscale Surf- 
sand Resort in Cannon Beach. 

The twisted mom sedated 
Isabella with an over-the-counter 
antihistamine before drowning 
her in the bathtub, police charge. 
She reportedly left a note saying 
the tot “didn’t suffer.” 

She dosed Alana with a sleep- 
ing agent, smeared a numbing 
compound on her neck and 
slashed the teen’s throat, say 
documents. 

Two days after housekeep- 
ers found the girls, Jessica was 
arrested on a logging road 15 
miles away. 

Her brother, Nathan Judd, 
was shocked by the bust say- 
ing, “I can’t imagine that my 
sister would ever do something 
like that. She had a heart of 
gold.”

XPLOSIVE new autopsy evidence 
proves Kung Fu star David Car- 
radine didn’t die ac- 
cidentally during a 
kinky sex act - he was 
MURDERED! 

The bombshell charge is 
leveled by the actor’s ex- 
wife Marina Anderson, who 
rips the lid off the 72-year- 
old Kill Bill star’s death in 
her updated memoir, David 
Carradine: The Eye of My 
Tornado. 

Officials in Thailand ruled 
Carradine, who was found 
hanging in the closet of his 
Bangkok hotel room on June

But the book contains autopsy findings 
- including chilling, never-before-seen 
photos - that prove the star of TV’s ’70s 
Kung Fu series was murdered by a serial 
killer! His death was staged to look like a 
kinky accident and the crime was covered 
up by authorities. 

“I believe David was murdered,” Ander- 
son charges. “There’s little doubt in my 
mind David was strangled from behind 
and killed.” 

Her bombshell evidence includes the 
coroner’s ruling that the mar- 
tial arts star had a broken 
bone in his neck - and death 
photos revealed his hair was 
matted with his blood. 

Chicago cop-turned-Holly- 
wood-private-eye Paul Huebl 
tells GLOBE the blood is key 
to proving Carradine’s death 
was no accident. 

“I’ve probably seen 50 cases 
of fatal autoerotic asphyxi- 
ations, but NONE of them 
involved blood,” he says.

He also had “an abrasive wound 
at the neck... next to” the bone 
about 1.5 centimeters wide. 

Anderson writes that a source in 
the L.A. coroner’s office told her, 
“Pressure abrasions are not usually 
found in those types of cases, but 
are usually part of strangulation by 
another party.” 

As GLOBE previously reported, 
Anderson believes Carradine may 
have invited four Thais into his room 
to party, not realizing they were a 
gang of thieves. 

And at least one was a “lady boy,” a 
transsexual hooker common to Thailand. 

In their bid to rob the actor, they stran- 
gled him and then staged his death to look 
like a kinky sex act gone wrong. 

Anderson reveals a chilling phone call 
she got from an insider, who confirmed 
that Carradine was strangled by a “lady 
boy.” 

The caller “explained the ‘lady boy’ was 
behind David on the bed (leaving the) mys- 
terious footprint seen on the bed covers,” 
she writes. 

“Also, the laces used on David were

not his. Did those laces come from one of 
these people?” 

She also believes a three- centimeter “red 
oval mark on David’s left forearm” was a 
defensive wound. She notes his expensive, 
vintage Patek Philippe watch was missing 
from the death scene. 

Serial killer 

And she found evidence of a serial killer 
operating in the area. 

An American man, slightly older than 
Carradine, died in Thailand in “eerily simi- 
lar” circumstances, she says. 

“Could they both be victims of the

“The sophistication of this makes 
me think it’s something these sickos 
have done before. They may be serial 
killers, looking for rich and vulnerable 
marks.” 

Huebl also blasts Thai authorities for be- 
ing so slow to investigate the case, saying, 
“it looks like they were more interested 
in covering up this crime than solving the 
case. 

“One man’s fate doesn’t compare with 
the multibillion-dollar tourist industry 
Thailand would lose if travelers knew they 
could get rolled and killed by a vicious 
band of sadistic killers.”

D esperate for cash 
in his final years, 
obese Marlon Brando 
conducted an acting work- 
shop where he lumbered 
onstage dressed in drag! 

The Lying for a Living workshop in 
November 2001 opened with the 
300-pound showbiz icon appearing in a 
blonde wig, blue mascara and a black 
gown with bodice.

He spouted an improvisational mono- 
logue in a female British voice for about 
10 minutes as he fussily applied lipstick, 
then lifted the hem of his gown to expose 
his massive butt to the crowd of both 
established stars and wannabes. And all 
the action was caught on film! 

Although Brando’s estate was worth 
$20 million when he died at age 80 in 


2004, upkeep on his Mulholland Drive 
mansion in L.A. and private Tahitian 
island of Tetiaroa had left him cash- 
strapped in the latter years of his life.
